The court not only .ousted the com- 


pany from, its right to do business in 


j Missouri, but imposed a fine of $50,- 
|_0o6, conditioned that if the company 
'pays the fine, "separate itself 
from 


the International Harvester"*Compa,ny 
of New Jersey, 'files a statement of 
its"' business and shows to the court 
that .it will obey the laws in the 
future, it can be permitted to con- 
tinue 'to-do' business in the statel 


The court gave the. Harvester Com- 


•pany..-until January "I,". ioT2,~ "to "cdm"^ 
.ply with the order. 
Failing .in..this; 


the ouster order will be signed by 
the court immediately after March 1. 


Chief Justice ;Vallant wrote a sep- 


arate opinion, leaving the amount of 
the fine to be fixed by the court, after 
the company showed that it would 
comply with the law In the future. 


The opinion found that competi- 


tion was1 lessened and that practi- 
cally all of the harvester business in 
the state was done by the respond- 
ent company/' ,It is.held that It was 
.contrary .to/the laws, of the state ' of 
Missouri for one company .to conduct 
the business- of another,- as in the 
case of the-New Jersey company, as 
the latter had1 no license to do busi- 
ness in Missouri.

CASE APPEALED.

First Train Frtni Slip Discovers 


Trestle Is Too Badly Dam- 


aged to Use 


Captain and Engineer of Craft 


Leave Tdeir Boat Wedged 


In Between Piles 


Crashing head-on into the Key 


Route pier, midway between the land 
end and the slip, Crowley tug No. 5 
became entangled in .the wreckage 
shortly after 5 o'clock ttiis morning 
and witii the rising; tide forced the 
stringers and rails out of alignment. 
tying up the entire Key Route system 
until 10:15 o'clock, when a wrecking 
crew under the direction of Superin- 
tendent J. P. Potter released the tug 
and repaired the damage, which con- 
sisted principally of a 
number •( 


broken piles. 


Leaving their craft firmly lodged in 


its position, the two men who made 
ub the crew of No. 5, Captain Mar- 
shall and his -engineer, walked out to 
the pier and took the first ferry-boat 
leaving for San Francisco. 
The boat 


crossed empty to make the 6 o'clock 
run to this side.- They explained to 
the guard, before taking- the ferry, 
that they had tied up their boat to 
the trestle. 


"When tho pair reached San Fran- 


cisco they were seen by a fellow em- 
ploye of the Crowley company. 
At 


that time they, were running and he 
asked them .what they had done with 
their tug, receiving a. reply that it 
was tied up on the other side of the 
bay. 


Nothing was learned of the accident 
until the first train reached the dam- 
aged section of the pier. 
When tha 
tug crashed into the piling it was 
evidently on! its course.

The . trestle was damaged near the 
intersection, of the bulkhead being 
built by the city of Oakland and be- 
tween poles 63 arid 64.

They under- 
stand that sort of thing in Los Angeles, Seattle, Tacoma and other 
cities that might be named. In those cities questions of public en- 
terprise are made the personal interest oE all the citizens and when 
once the public gives its approval to any measure designed to; fur- 
ther the general welfare everybody lends a hand and there is some-- 
thing doing from the start. Oakland is cultivating the "get together''' 
idea and the developments of the past few years are some of the 
tangible results. Through ;:nd by suc.h organizations as the Cham- 
ber of Commerce the public can be and is educated in regard to 
matters of improvement, betterment and promotion and the neces- 
sity of cnticerted action and sympathetic support of the municipal 
administration. 


In the later years San Francisco has conic to understand that the 


one great factor ;hat retarded her growth in the past was the entire 
arsuicc of any attempt on the part of her citizens to work in har- 
inoiiv for the general advancement. The hammer was always out 
ar.fi petty jealousies blocked progress and engendered bitter hatreds 
ihat \rcre fyften handed down from father to son—to be kept "alive 
regardless of what might be the wreck and ruin.

What we have to do here is to attend to 
our own wants and build for the future. We ha\-e no hesitancyin 
saying that in our opinion in the long run Oakland will, for example, 
derive more real benefit from the Panama-Pacific Exposition than 
San Francisco will. By the time that great fair is in progress the 
improvements in the harbor of Oakland will have been so .far ad- 
vanced that all may see what .magnificent opportunities are' here for 
the fostering oc industrial enterprises. Financiers and the. great 
captains of industry are the men who will appreciate what Oakland 
has to offer, and the future will see our bay shore from the estuary 
to Point Richmond and far beyond lined with great factories turning 
out products demanded by the commerce of the Pacific and Europe 
as well as the United States. •

.scientific farming. 
At ail the Farmers' Institutes there are.to be 


seen large gatherings of men intelligently alive to the importance of 
a belter knowledge' of the soil and the clearer understanding of 'crop 
conditions, the breeding and care of live stock, the use of machinery 
and a more comprehensive study of plant life. It was' the fashion 
not so many years ago to scoff at the so-called cow colleges. 
No 


one does that now. 


The father who ran his farm in any old-sort-of-a-fashion and, just 


about met the interest on his mortgage appreciates what-a good 
th.ing it wr.s when he sent his son to an agricultural school. 
The 


mortgage has been paid off and the old man rides around in an auto- 
•rr.obile watching; the undreamed-of harvests that result from - his 
son's scientific farming. It is nothing short of marvelous to see what 
scientific farming lias done in some localities, where the land was 
once deemed valueless. 


V\'e have in mind a man—a lawyer, by the way—who has 


amassed a large fortune by Iris appreciation of what science has done 


I'me;1. tie became interested in the matter by having come 


.irge trace of land in an eastern State that he 


had to take as a fee. The land appeared worthless, but this lawyer 
vem sampled of the soil to an agricultural university and had them 
analyzed, lie then secured the services of a graduate of that uni- 
versity ,ir.:' together they began crop experiments. In a few years 


t•-..•'.!- land made the lawyer rich. So fascinated had he become that 
he wen1; into farming on a great, sc^e, but always with a mathemati- 
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cal precision. Whatever he did was first: carefully worked out on 
scientific lines. He owns farms in Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Minnesota, 
Washington and California. And they are all paying propositions. 
To hear him tell of some.of his, efforts in reclaiming lands that he 
bought for a nominal sum and that now are worth, hundreds, of dol- 
lars to the acre is of absorbing interest. He does not say that science 
will always,make two or three blades of grass grow where one grew 
before, but he is prepared to prove that s'cierice will make at least 
one blade of grass grow whereiione grew before. 


"THE CURSE OF SIN.'' 


(By Rev. John G. Dick, pastor of United 


Presbyterian Church.) 


: In the heart of the Sierra-Nevada mountains is one of the world's 
great wonders and one that is the least known. It is called the Devil's 
Post Pile and is situated oil the middle fork of the Sail Joaquin 
about seventeen miles below its source in the high mountains. 
It 


consists of a gigantic cliff of green 'molten basalt which has crystal- 
ized into' five, six and sometimes seven and eight-sided columns. 
These columns are perfect in the. measurement, of their sides and 
are four and five feet, in diameter. Some have separated from the 
mass of the cliff and, lie strewn about the ground like the ruins of an 
ancient temple. Others stand alone rising to great height, while oth- 
ers merge with the-mass of the cliff. 


This' volcanic formation is unique in the Sierra Nevada and is 


part of a great disturbance that is comparatively, recent in the for- 
mation of this wonderful mountain system. It is apparent in a 
great lava flow and pumice deposits for milea around the Devil's 
Post Pile. The river itself has in .places cut through cliffs of loose 
pumice, each piece about 'the size of a marble and as light as a 
feather. Near the Post Pile are two craters and it is from these that 
the great flow of lava came that formed the great basalt cliff. 
The 


exposed part of the cliff, which looks as if the columns liad been: 
cut and polished by man, is only a few hundred yards in length, but 
the formation is extensive and the great Rainbow Falls to the south 
of the Post Pile is also of this formation. 


As'few persons have seen this inaccessible portion of the Sierra, 


a power company came very close to grabbing the "entire country 
and' bl'asting.i'out the great columns for a dam. It'was a crime .as 
big as the stripping of the Coliseum to build houses. And yet this 
nearly happened in our own country today. 


But there are a few adventurers who guard: the Sierra Nevadas, 


hunt out their wonders and sound the alarm when the despoilers 
enter. Such a man is Professor Joseph LeConte of the University. 
Of his years' of untiring, work exploring arid mapping the Sierra 
Nevadas little is known to the great mass of the .people, but this 
work has been .tremendous and is in the highest sense a public ser- 
vice, and this last, the saving of the Devil's Post Pile for .the people 
for all time, is the result of his efforts in presenting proper informa- 
tion to Congress and having the entire section, including the Rain- 
bow Falls, set aside as a national monument. 
, 


„ We, as a people in this whirl of commercialism, are too prone to 


regard such work as the agitation of sentimentalists; even the far- 
mers of the Sacramento and the San Joaquin laugh at the men who 
are trying to conserve the forests of the Sierra Nevada upon which 
these same.farmers absolutely depend' for water. We do not realize 
even that there is a commercial value to beauty. 
Switzerland lives 


on the millions of American money spent there on its mountain 
scenery. We have in the Sierra Nevada1 a vaster, more beautiful, 
higher mountain system with superior climatic conditions. Tourists 
are already coming from Europe to see them. If we must be com- 
mercial, let us consider then the money that these tourists will 
bring to this State; 
• 
" 


But, there is a higher value, the physical and mental value, of a 


great mountain playground upon people. The hunt for beauty in 
the despoiled White Mountains is a sad.example. Every summer 
crowds of health-seekers rush into the White Mountains from New 
,York City, and they scramble for the shade of the'one lone pine. The 
forests and the -n ater are gone and the man, hungry for the ozone 
of the .pines, breathes only the red dust, and the seeker of beatity 
finds only: desolation. 


Let us watch our mountains that this same thing does not hap- 


pen here; let us get behind these.men who are-trying to save them 
for the- whole people, and above all let its get out into our own 
mountains when we can and get a hew set of'values. 


| 
There are many definitions of sin In the

that he was perhaps more charitable, 
more honest than some of those he men- 
tioned, but to say he was not in need of 
Christ and His righteousness was making 
himself an exception to the whole human 
race, and then turning to Rom. 3:10, 11, 
22,. .23.. lie'read: "'There is none right- 
eous, no, not one,' except John "Whit- 
bread.", " 'There is none that under- 
standeth' 
except 
John 
Whitbread." 


"'There is no difference: for all have 
sinned and come short of the glory of 
God,' except John Wh'ithread."

Abandoned. 


'WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
14. — Al- 


though it was the plan of the Navy 
Department to abandon some of the. 
smaller Southern navy yards, .It now 
seems possible that the adoption of a. 
new 'policy of specialization will re- 
siilt in the continuance of all the 
plants, in active service. 
The . idea 


will be to have each station cover, 
some particular field of naval work 
or serve as a training station' or :ba;se 
of supplies. 


The department has decided, that 


hereafter all torpedo-boats and de- 
stroyers 
shall be re-tubed at the. 


Charleston, S. C.,. yard. ' This means 
that the Charleston plant practically 
will be the' "mother yard" of tor- 
pedo-boats. There are a great ;raahy 
of these little vessels in tha service 
now and the plans of naval strate- 
gists 
contemplate 
quadrupling the 


number in the course of a few years. 


An 
illustration

Charleston yard can do was furnishecl- 
recently, when one of the torpedo- 
boats -bound for New York to partici- 
pate in the naval rendezvous smashed- 
a ^cylinder and put in there. The 
Charleston mechanics ^agreed ,to re- 
place the cylinder in ^ope-third of the 
time and at one-sixth of the cost, de- 
manded-by the builders of the vessel. 


The Washington yard was turned 


into an ordnance factory some time 
ago and the satisfactory results of

Charleston,, is -.ex- 


pected to cause the idea of extending 
the 
specialization policy to - other

Members of the Child's Welfare League 


of Alameda county went on record yes- 
terday afternoon as. opposing -the. state 
printing office as tha official .printers.of 
text books and favoring free text books 
.?v the following resolution, presented by 
Mrs. Elinor Carlisle,, president of the 
league,' and seconded by Mrs; T. B. Han- 
cock, auditor of, the Oakland Federation 
of Mothers' Clubs: 
"Uesolvefl, That the :Child's "Welfare 
League of. 'Alameda county stands for 
the •abolition of the. state printing office; 
that it goes on record as behoving in 
the system of flee text books in the pub- 
lic schools; that it .will work in every 
way and use every method to accomplish 
these ends." 
The resolution passed .without a dis- 


senting vote by the delegates. 
The entire session-was devoted, to the 
discussion of "free text books," and it 
was led by Prof. Richard G. Boone of 
the department of education of the Uni- 
versity of California, who endorsed the 
movement. 
Leading educators ' of this 
state as well as the teachers-- have 
stamped'-the seal of their approval upon 
the free text book movement which was 
launched some years ago. 
Professor JBoone supported his plea on 


free text books: upon the:' argument that 
they are .as.much school^.property as,the 
chalk, erasures, desks, "etc, and that 
books "were :a-> part of the school equip- 
ment. 
"In New York money, has been set 
aside for school'books, so much for'each 
child," said 'Professor 
Boone. 
"The 
book's should : be .bought by the com- 
munity anS not by the children. They 
should ho 'owned- .By-: the district and 
loaned "to the children, Tvho. should be 
advised to take care; of them Just as 
they do other school material. The books 
should be examined and ' fumigated from 
year to year after the children are 
through with them. They will last four 
years If taken- care of. 


N 
UNIFORMITY NOT NECESSARY. 


"There need not be '.-a. uniformity In 
text books, although in the South and in 
frontier states the same text books are 
used. 
"Since I SSI free text books have .been 
used hi Philadelphia arid. I. was instru- 
mental in securing free text books for 
the -schools . of Cincinnati, where I was 
superintendent of the. schools; 
"The argument to the effect that the 


free text books system would 'destroy 
the desire of the children to accumulate 
a -library is. erroneous. As a matter of 
fact the, pupils do not _ care to have 
thumb-marked text buoksln their library 
and.I think they would prefer to buy the 
cooks that pertain to: subjects that they 
are Interested in. After-all.it is not the 
text book that the children should con- 
fine their ^.attention to, :but the ..subject 
matter. They should look up articles and 
search through books for material upon 
the /subject which they are studying. 
That is the'way to develop the child's 
mind." 


POLITICAL ISSUE. 


Elmer Cox, deputy superintendent of 


the: schools of' Oakland; -said that the free 
text book Question is no longer a peda- 
gogical or a professional question. It is 
a political issue. 
"We will never have 
free text books aa long as they are be- 
ing printed at the state printing office," 
said Cox. "We should buy books in the 
open market. Men in the state printing 
office aro put there to serve the people 
who put them there, rather than to take 
notice of the books they turn out. The 
system by which we get tha-text books 
should be considered."

Cor-' 
rect that, and the correction of the in-, 
elasticity of our note circulation -will go 
with it."

Pillsbury went on to, say that the em- 


ployer, lias failed to obey tha laws for 
tho protection of the employed, and tliat 
observation would show that the wages 
.were often least in. the dangerous occu- 
pations.. He declared that the .throwing 
of a.ll the . responsibility , upon, the 
em- 


Ployed was -a great wrong and that the 
employer • is better able to . .assume the 
risk and to pass it on to the general pub- 
lic-. ^The new law,.according, to Pillsbnry, 
also fort>ids~"contracUug- away the right 
of an employe to damages ,if Injured. 


"Tho purpose of the law is-this," de- 


clared Pillsbury. 
"It is not a question 


of justice primarily between the em-, 
ployer and the employe, but society's 
right to protect itself.- It is not a'ques- 
tion, of. compensation, but is only to 
bridge over_ the1 time until ttie injured 
man adjusts himself to the new. situa- 
tion.
